Organized crime exists in both 'visible and subtle forms'

Evelie J 
Younger today released a state Department of Justice 
report showing that organized crime exists in California in 
“visible and subtle forms." 
He cited a preliminary study indicating at least 100 gang 
type killings have occurred in the state in the past five 
years “ the great preponderance of which" have resulted 
from Chinese youth gang conflicts, outlaw motorcycle gang 
warfare, and narcotics traffic. 
“Today’s criminal organizations," Younger said, “are 
not merely gangs of criminals, but rather, combines of 
structured entities having a capability and methodology lor 


picking successors to leadership positions and devising 
complex schemes. " 


Younger's report to the legislature was first to be 
submitted annually under a 1971 law. It was prepared on the 
basis of information compiled by the Organized Crime and 
( riminal Intelligence Branch lOCCIBi of the state Depart­ 
ment of Justice. 


Fhe attorney general said that “ because of their wide­ 
spread involvement in gangland killings,” Chinese gangs 
are rapidly becoming serious threats in the state and the 
rest of the nation

County VD rates soar 
above rest of nation 


Santa Barbara t ountv s gonorrhea and syphilis rates of 
infection are well beyond those in the rest of the nation, the 
gonorrhea outbreak has grown to almost uncontrollable 
proportions, and in Lompoc, county VD treatment has been 
hobbled by a shortage of needed equipment 
This was the message of County Health Department 
Dermatologist David Abies and a health education team at 
a Lompoc-Vandenberg VD education committee meeting 
last night 
The national gonorrhea infection rate is now 307.5 per 
100,000 County Health Educator Alice Heath reported, but 
the county rate has climbed to 371 2 while the California 
state level soars at 506 8 
The U S. syphilis rate per 100.000 is 46.5 she continued, 
while this county's rate is now 55 0 and the California rate 
again leads at 58 9. 
Abies, who characterized the current VD problem as 
almost of “ plague proportions" added that he believes 
gonorrhea virtually uncontrollable with present procedures 
since 80 per cent of infected women and 10 per cent of 
infected men have no idea that thev are infected and 
continue to transmit the disease 
The situation at the Lompoc* Public* Health Clinic was 
reported to be compounded by the lack of a mic roscope and 
an incubator for VD lab work Abies, who conducts the 
weekly Lompoc clinics, said that he is now forced to carry 
specimens in his car to Santa Barbara for testing and that, 
as a result, some lab findings are inaccurate

OCEAN FISHING 
The salmon fishing season will soon be over for the year, 
and the expected last of the season run has not 
materialized A few fish have been seen, and one angler is 
reported to have had a fish up to the boat but it broke loose 
That appears to be the story of the wily chinook. just 
playing it careful until the last day! 
In one of our columns we mentioned that one might do as 
good on Pismo Pier as in a boat Some optimistic fisherman 
from Santa Maria did just that, landing a large white sea 
bass over 30 pounds, also some bomto! We can't be right all 
the time, but this time we hit the jackpot, though we fail to 
see a lineup of anglers at the pier 
As usual, bottom fishing is still tops, with most anglers 
limiting out on rock fish Some nice sized ling cod in the 
sack. Weather has been good, but not too many boats going 
out Three boats have been launched to go salmon fishing. 
Sam Simeon is still going strong Party boats out of Avila 
will run right thru as long as the weather holds up 
In the Santa Barbara Ventura-Oxnard area fishing has 
been good for bomto, with fish over 12 pounds being taken 
Bass fishing fair to good off the Channel Islands The white 
sea bass run has begun to taper off, but some nice catches 
are still being made out of Ventura Not much to report on 
yellow tail fishing, best action is further south around 
Catalina Island 
The albacore are still some 50 miles out from Morro Bay. 
but boats are still going out from Brebe's and Yirge’s 
Landings when the weather is suitable 
With the heavy bottom fishing pressure especially in the 
Pecho Rock area, it is amazing how the fishing continues to 
hold up Rock fish, according to DFG records, do not travel 
far from where they were spawned, yet they still seem to 
be plentiful in all the well-fished spots However all fishing 
anglers are appearing to be contrary to what they should 
be Experts mutter about change of currents, and then 
come back to the old standby that the moon is ‘ just not 
right." 
We miss the good old days, when one could rent a skiff in 
Morro Bay and come in after a morning’s fishing with a 
mess of flounders, halibut and sand bass. Now the bag is 
mostly "tom cod ' with a few smelt or a small sting ray 
We still remember our sting ray adventure, when we 
hooked and landed a large one that turned out to be a 
female, and gave birth to six husky young rays, each going 
over five pounds in weight! 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Fishing has picked up considerably at Lake Nacimiento, 
with anglers scoring on crappie. White Bass and “bronze 
backs ” Best crappie action is still in the Bee Rock area, 
using the old time “ Go Getter" lures. 
Trolled plugs did the trick for both black and white bass, 
but fish of larger size were not plentiful. Catfishing from 
the banks is paying off. with cut mackeral and “ stink baits 
working best for both channle and blue cats 
In the north and central areas of the state, stream scouts 
of the P.G. & E. report that fishing might be good on some 
streams if the weather holds up Rain could spoil things, 
but at this time most streams are enjoying a splurge of 
activity. 
As usual Trinity County is seeing lots of action, with all 
waters cold, clear and producing good fishing On the upper 
Sacramento-Shasta Lake area the river is low. cold and 
producing fair fishing Shasta Lake, and the Sacramento 
River north of Redding are normal, cold and fishing is 
good On the Kern River most of the lakes full, cold and 
responding well Still some fish in Isabella Lake for those 
who know the spots. 
Nearer home, Cachuma is now on a bi-weekly plant as is 
Casitas, with no reports on trout action so far Both lakes 
are low and warm 


GOLDFISH P ER IL 
Lopez Lake, fishing on the slow side There was a plant of 
some 2800 trout, but they have quickly dispersed So far no 
report on the “ survey” of the lake by a crew from the 
D F.G., presumably with regard to the gold fish peril to the 
fake The time is over for further survey, and instant action 
is needed to endeavor to halt the propagation of these pests. 
If everyone interested in the protection of this lake were to 
write to the Director of the Department of Fish and Game 
Ray Arnett, an influx of letters might produce action, as 
now is the time, before the goldfish begin to scatter 
We have a last report from Region 3 to the effect 
Atascadero and Laguna Lakes are due for planting' 


HUNTING 
The D F G does not hold out any great hopes for the quail 
and chukar season that opened last weekend 
They 
summarize conditions as poor, state w ide Exceedingly dry 
conditions during the spring hatching season is a major 
reason for general sparsity of birds. The best spots locally 
might be in the Cuyama Valley area of the Los Padres 
National Forest. The season ends January 28. 1973, with the 
department prognosticating the season will get worse.

Learning to 


write music 


no one buys 


Composer and retired USC music professor Ernst Kamtz agreed to take 
Larry’ Delinger. 1000 W Oak Ave , as a private student in 1964 Kanitz was 
an old man from Vienna who lived in a small house in Van Nuys. In his life 
time, he had known such composers as Schoenberg, Berg, Webern - giant’ 
names in 20th century classical music 
After interviewing Larry and reviewing his college musical compositions, 
Kanitz said, “ You have no sense of harmony, but you have a good poetic 
sense; so I'll take you.” 
Larry’ had been reluctant to call Kanitz for weeks, but he was glad he had 
After two months of the old man’s “ theoretical studies” , he wished he 
hadn’t. 
“ If this is what a composer does, I don’t want to be one,” he thought 
What Kanitz had Larry’ doing was methodically and unemotionally 
learning rules of musical composition. A day’s session, after Larry drove 
three hours to L A ., involved Kanitz criticizing Larry's homework on 
harmonic contrapuntal exercises and expounding the rules of each exercise 
while Larry took notes. 
“ I had a romanticized vision of how a composer works, like someone 
seeing a sunset and going home and creating. I learned you don’t sit down 
and regurgitate when you create; it (the composition»is very diligently put 
together." he explained 
Although he had learned an invaluable lesson about creativity and being 
an artist, Larry wrote Kanitz a letter some months later terminating the 
studies (he couldn’t 
face the old mam 
For the next year Larry 
contemplated quitting music completely and entering the Episcopalian 
priesthood 
However, for him to forsake music would have seemed as unlikely as 
renouncing an onlv brother, someone vou have known and loved all of vour 
life. 
Larry, age 34. grew up with two guitars, a mandolin, banjo, drums, 
trumpet, piano, ukulele, and an only brother in a baker’s house in Nyanms, 
Nebraska, a town of 500 people As a child, he preferred to improvise with 
musical instruments rather than just reproduce other people’s music. 


Larry Delinger 


In I960, he received his B A 
in music at Shadron State College in 
Nebraska As an undergraduate student. Larry could plav any instrument 
He had had only piano lessons 
Larry earned his M A 
in 1963 in music from Northern Colorado 
University. As a graduate student, he spent most of his afternoons in the 
library listening to new music. “ I can t believe so much music exists." 
thought Larry 
He moved to Lompoc in 1964 with his wife Dorothy where he took a job as 
a music teacher in the elementary school district Three vears later he 
began teaching at Lompoc Senior High School 
Larry did not forsake music. 
After I got over the initial shock of what a composer is I went back to 
work, 
he said But not back to Kanitz. Larry composed on his own. 
Since 1965 Larry composed a “ special work" for the LSHS Christmas 
concert every year, wrote musical scores for dramas at Allan Hancock 
College, composed pieces for individual instruments like the cello and flute, 
and has written many choral pieces UCSB and UC 
Davis, as well as 
colleges in Nebraska and Colorado, have performed his work 
People call Larry s kind of music serious or classical or avant garde 
Whatever the title, it is without commercial value Larry’ realizes. “ A rock 
star could buy and sell 15 serious composers in a month ” 
He doesn't even copyright his music 
The important task is not having it played, the important task is writing 
it 
After that I don t care much what happens to it.” he stated 
Larry 
admitted he would like his music performed as much as possible 
Music is something Larry has had a life long affair with He does not put it 
away like a hobbyist puts away his hobby He has worked hard at music and 
continues to work at it; 
Last month, he joined the music department at Hancock Last year he 
began taking composition private lessons from USCB professor Dr Edward 
Applebaum 
Larry drove down to Van Nuys in an effort to get Kanitz back as a 
teacher, but the old man had developed cataracts in both eyes and turned 
him down 
Kanitz was happy that Larry’ returned, however They talked about music 
and Kanitz served ginger ale and cookies Larry played some of his recent 
compositions. 
“ I wish I could teach you now . 
Kanitz responded

of 
Judgm ent. The Druids, an order of 
Gallic priests, are responsible for 
the ghosts, spirits, fairies, witches 
and elves. They believed that these 
creatures cam e out on this night to 
harm people Sometimes nowadays 
they really do, with their weird 
tricks. 


Cats, they believed, were sacred 
and had once been human beings 
who had done evil deeds so had been 
chan g ed 
into

a n im a l 
as 
punishm ent 
The 
D ruids 
also 
celebrated an autumnal feast about 
this time of the year so about 700 
when the Roman Catholic Church 
made Nov 
1st All Saint’s Day the 
two events 
were combined and 
Halloween was born. 


When 1 was a kid there was no 
such thing as costumes and trick or 
treating 
There 
were 
plenty 
of 
pranks played though, but they were 


of monumental proportion, usually.

can fend for themselves indefinitely

conditions 
while simultaneously retarding soil 
erosion, providing animal forage,

Initial results are all affirmative 
The iris are planted from the 5,500 
foot elevation to the 10,000 foot 
level. 
Some of the iris have survived 
minus 40 degrees tem perature and 
six feet of snow cover for more than 
six months of the year.
